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Inmate released to see doctor tests postive for meth

Getting another furlough from jail 
to see a doctor isn’t like¬ 
ly for a Lawrenceburg 
man who tested positive 
for methamphetamine 
the last time he was 
granted one, according 
to a report issued by the 
Shelby County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 

Robert H. Phillips, 28, 


of 1500 Glensboro Road tested posi¬ 
tive Feb. 19 after he was granted a 
furlough to see a doctor. 

He was released to his mother, 
who was supposed to take him to the 
doctor appointment and return him 
directly to jail, according to the report. 

Instead, Phillips ended up with his 
girlfriend who returned him to jail 
several hours after his doctor appoint¬ 
ment. 

Phillips, who is being held on a 


$50,000 bond after being charged 
with climbing through his grand¬ 
mother’s window, rifling through her 
drawers and stealing a gun, left his 
doctor appointment around 3 p.m. 
that day, but didn’t return to jail until 
almost 7 p.m. 

The report says that Harrison’s 
mother called the detention center 
around 6 p.m. and told officers that 
her son’s doctor told him he needed to 
go to a hospital. 


She said her son’s girlfriend had 
dropped her off at her home and 
was driving her son to the hospital, 
according to the report. 

In her report, officer Sharon Har¬ 
din wrote she told the mother that 
that jail had been dealing with Harri¬ 
son’s medical issues and that he needs 
to get back to the jail immediately or 
he could be charged with escape. 

Harrison returned to the jail and 
was treated for his medical issues.

High school athletes 
dealing with their own

F ederal regulations governing 
school lunch policies could 
leave student-athletes hungry 
before practice sessions. 

That is the conclusion drawn by 
many affected by the regulations 
mandated by the Healthy, Hunger- 
Free Kids Act, which aims at cut¬ 
ting calories and sodium in school 
lunches. 



“It is very common to hear people 
complaining about the food and that 
they are hungry in the locker room,” 
says Nathan McGregor, a junior at 
Anderson County High School. 

McGregor participates in football 
and track and field, sports that usu¬ 
ally conduct practice immediately 
after school is out. He spoke to “The 
Anderson News” via e-mail with the 
permission of his parents. 

“If someone walks in with a 
bag of chips or a snack, they are 
swarmed by players asking for a 
bite,” McGregor continued. 

At issue is the size and caloric 


value of school lunches, as man¬ 
dated by the federal regulations. 

The program is being criticized as a 
one-size-fits-all approach that leaves 
athletes hungry. 

Throughout the nation, high 
school students have taken their 
cases to social media, posting photos 
of the small portions in their lunch¬ 
es on Twitter. 

According to McGregor, “The 
meals at the school are small. They 
are fine for the students who go 
home after school or have a break 
before they go to work so they can 
get a snack. Otherwise, for athletes 


who have to go into a 2.5-hour prac¬ 
tice right after school, the meals are 
not sufficient.” 

As an example, McGregor said a 
hamburger meal consists of a small 
hamburger and potatoes, plus the 
choice of a salad or chicken wrap. 
Meals are served with milk or water. 

“Personally, the milk tastes more 
like water than it should,” McGregor 
said. 

Local school administrators say 
they are not oblivious to the food 
issue, but contend their hands are

“We’re looking at opportunities to 
downsize some of our operations and 
opportunities to contract for some of 
the services instead of doing them 
ourselves. We’re not just doing things 
willy-nilly.”

Pre-game meals a piece of cake 

School lunches might not give student-athletes enough to eat to get through practices, but games 
are a different story. 

"Games are a lot easier than getting something to eat before practice "Anderson County High School 
athletic director Rick Sallee said. "The school does not provide the meals. It's usually some parents 
that do that." 

Sometimes, the pre-game meal is the responsibility of the player's family. For others, the teams have 
organized meals. It depends on the sport and the locale of the competition. 

If pre-game meals are served, they are typically done somewhere around 3:30 to 4 p.m., depending 
on the sport and, in the case of away games, travel time. Those times are outside of the param¬ 
eters designated by the Healthy Hunger Free Kids Act. 

"If we are playing a game where we have to leave at 4:15 to get there, we have been providing team 
meals," Anderson girls'basketball coach Clay Birdwhistell says. "Luckily, my mom is retired and 
loves to cook for'her girls.'" 


somewhat tied by the federal 
mandate. 

“When I coached, the ‘Female 
Athlete Triad’ was one of the 
major medical issues covered 
in detail at the medical sym¬ 
posiums,” says Ronnie Fields, 
the director of programs and 
operations for Anderson County 
Schools. 

Fields started the volleyball 
program at Anderson County 
High School. 

Fields says the issue is still a 
part of the training required of 
coaches by the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association and 
sponsored by the Kentucky Medi¬ 
cal Association. 

Fields believes the one-size- 
fits-all approach can create prob¬ 
lems for young people expending 
far more calories than normal 
when training for a sport. 

Fields provided a link to the 
current online training coaches 
must complete. One slide address¬ 
es low energy availabilty, which 
the slide says can occur when 
“dietary intake is intention¬ 
ally or inadvertently restricted, 
energy expenditure is very 
high and intake does not match 
expenditure” and “may be due to 
inadequate education regarding 
energy requirements.” 

Fields, who coached girls, 
believes knowing the necessary 
calories is the key. 

“I think sports medicine pro¬ 
fessionals would argue that it is 
much better to have too many 
calories than not enough for 
female athletes.... My point is 
that one of the stated goals of the 
Healthy Hunger-Free Kids Act 
is to stop the ‘obesity epidemic,’ 
but not every child is at risk for 
obesity and for our female ath¬ 
letes, we may need to be pushing 
more calories, not less. Restricting 
calories could be very 


harmful to our female athletes.” 

The good news, according to 
Fields, is that the Healthy Hun¬ 
ger-Free Act restrictions do not 
apply long after school. 

“The federal guidelines for 
snacks is called the Federal Smart 
Snacks regulations,” Fields says. 
“Those regulations state that 
from 30 minutes after the end 
of the official school day until 
midnight, there are no nutrient 
standards restricting what may 
be sold to kids. If a coach feels 
the need to supply the team with 
snacks before practice, they can 
certainly do so.” 

Some coaches are doing what 
they can to help the situation. 

“One of the things I do as the 
Youth Services Center Coordina¬ 
tor is keep snacks in my office 
for any student who might be 
hungry,” says Clay Birdwhistell, 
the girls’ basketball coach at the 
high school. 

“With that, I see some kids 
who have activities after school 
come by on occasion to get a 
snack to hold them over. 

“As far as my players are con¬ 
cerned, a lot of them will eat a 
snack before practice.” 

Quick snacking, however, 
might run counter to the inten¬ 
tion of the regulations. 

“It is very common to see 
players bring in food,” McGregor 
says. “Unfortunately some of the 


main things players bring in are 
chips and soda. But it’s just so 
easy to throw a bag of chips in 
your backpack in the morning 
and save it for after school. Some¬ 
times a few of the players risk a 
quick trip to McDonald’s across 
the street in order to get the calo¬ 
ries they need for practice.” 

Birdwhistell adds, “We talk to 
the players a lot about nutrition. 
They are very aware that they 
cannot perform if they don’t take 
care of their bodies. Obviously, 
this is something we monitor to 
the best of our ability.” 

Regardless of the sport, those 
involved are concerned about 
their children who play sports 
getting the nutrition they need 
in school lunches. 

“I am concerned,” says Dawn 
Duncan, who has two children 
participating in high school 
sports. “Connor (a hurdler and 
sprinter on the track team) needs 
4,000 to 5,000 calories a day. He 
gets a lot less than that. He has 
no way to make his (training) 
shakes. 

“Carley sometimes takes her 
lunch because she doesn’t like 
the school food. It has no taste.” 

And taking the one-size-fits-all 
approach? 

“It doesn’t work,” Duncan says.

Goodlett offered no specifics dur¬ 
ing the meeting but afterward said 
that downsizing likely relates to 
decisions made to replace equipment 
destroyed in the fire. 

“Downsizing is making sure when 
we buy our trucks back, it’s the right 
size and number,” he said. “We prob¬ 
ably can get by with a little less size 
and maybe not as many of one size, 
such as moving to something smaller 
is that is more versatile.” 

Goodlett said the key to any discus¬ 
sions on potentially contracting for 
services would be reliability. 

“The bottom line for all of that is 
can you always have someone avail¬ 
able when you need them,” Goodlett 
said. 

For example, Goodlett said sweep¬ 
ing the streets is something that 
doesn’t have to be done in a moment’s 
notice, but fixing a sewage problem is. 

“That’s what we’re thinking 
about,” he said. “We are trying to 
approach this as rationally and eco¬ 
nomically as we possibly can and still 
come out with good results.” 

Goodlett addressed the council 
Wednesday, rehashing the fire that 
crippled portions of the city’s mainte¬ 
nance services just days earlier. 

Goodlett said the city will not 
attempt to replace snowplows right 
away, saying it would be May or later 
before properly equipped trucks can 
be purchased. 

City Clerk Robbie Hume con¬ 
firmed that the city has entered into 
a contract with All Around Landscap¬ 
ing in Lawrenceburg and has part¬ 


nered with the City of Frankfort and 
Franklin County for snow removal. 

Goodlett said the city awarded 
a bid at $130 a ton to have scrap 
removed from the fire location to 
Frances Pallets and Recycling in 
Lawrenceburg, which outbid Red’s 
Welding and Scrap Removal, also of 
Lawrenceburg. 

As of Monday, the building loca¬ 
tion was all but clear and nearly 
all of the heavy equipment that 
was destroyed had been hauled off. 
Goodlett said preliminary floor plans 
to replace the building are already 
being considered. 

One immediate concern after the 
fire was that the equipment used to 
fix water main breaks was destroyed. 
Last Wednesday maintenance super¬ 
visor Noel Cotton told the council 
that most of that equipment has 
already been replaced. 

“We have enough equipment now 
if we have a break we can get it taken 
care of,” Cotton said. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Goodlett took a moment to thank 
those employed by the city for help¬ 
ing get it back up and running so 
quickly. 

“This whole process has been a lot 
easier than I thought it would be,” 
Goodlett said. “We have a good staff. 
The folks who work here have been 
stellar.” 

During the meeting, the city’s 
insurance company delivered a check 
for $250,000, an advance on what 
could be up to $1 million in damages. 

Goodlett said previously that the 
city’s cash-on-hand was adequate to 
begin replacing items, but was happy 
to receive the advance.

Sleep deprived folks are irritable, can’t 
cope with stress, have reduced immunity, 
memory problems and gain weight. There 
is just no upside to it. Since it will take our 
bodies several days to adjust to the new 
clock, make your best effort to go to bed a 
little earlier each night, before Sunday rolls 
around.

Tips to care for sundowner syndrome 


If you care for someone 
with dementia or Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease you 
may notice that 
they get increas¬ 
ingly agitated, 
anxious, more 
confused or 
aggressive as 
the sun begins 
to set. 

These symp¬ 
toms may be 
associated with 
sundowner syn¬ 
drome, which 
causes people 
to be confused at the end of 
the day and into the night. 
It is common for individu¬ 
als who are sundowning to 
pace, wander, ignore direc¬ 
tions and not sleep well. 


The cause of sundowner 
syndrome is not fully 
understood by scientists. 
There are several theo¬ 
ries about its cause which 
include changes in a per¬ 
son’s internal biological 
clock, which is controlled by 
circadian rhythms (day and 
night); changes in body tem¬ 
perature; sleeping disorders; 
inadequate exposure to 
light and possibly as a side 
effect to some medication. 
The shorter and sometimes 
grayer days of winter can 
worsen the symptoms of 
sundowner syndrome. 

As a caregiver, you can 
try various environmen¬ 
tal or behavioral changes 
to alleviate some of the 
symptoms associated with 


sundowning. For example, 
morning light therapy may 
help alleviate restlessness, 
sleeplessness and agitation. 

Researchers suggest try¬ 
ing to shine a full-spectrum 
fluorescent lamp on the 
individual while they are 
participating in morning 
activities such as eating 
breakfast or watching tele¬ 
vision. Pulling the blinds 
and turning regular lights 
on earlier in the evening 
may also help alleviate 
stress associated with the 
sun setting. 

When possible, plan 
appointments, visits and 
outings early in the day. 
Exercise during the day can 
increase evening tiredness

This local optional sales tax would be temporary 
- with an automatic sunset clearly stated on the 
ballot - and capped at 1 percent. If voters in a com¬ 
munity wanted to pass a smaller levy amount of 
a half or even a tenth of a percent, they would be 
free to do so. 

This would also not apply to any of the essential 
goods currently exempted from state sales taxes 
like groceries, medicine, or utility bills. 

I think it’s important to also make sure that 
everyone understands that the LIFT legislation 
that will now be considered before the Kentucky 
State Senate does not allow cities or counties to 
vote on local option sales taxes. As a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment House Bill 1, would only 
place the plan on a statewide ballot to be approved, 
or not approved, by Kentucky voters. If Kentuck¬ 
ians decided it was a good idea, then and only then, 
would LIFT be allowed. When legislative leaders 
say that this is “democracy at its purest form” this 
is what they mean. 

If individuals or organizations oppose LIFT, then 
let them oppose it; if they support LIFT, let them 
support it. But at the end of the day House Bill 1 
lets the people of Kentucky decide. Those attempt¬ 
ing to derail House Bill 1 in Frankfort need to be 
reminded they are not stopping LIFT from becom¬ 
ing law - they are stopping Kentuckians having 
their voice heard on the matter. 

The Kentucky Association for Economic Devel¬ 
opment (KAED) supports LIFT. Our organization 
believes it is an idea whose time has come, and 
could be a crucial economic development tool 
which will help our local communities build a 
better future, and the new jobs and businesses we 
need. But - perhaps more importantly - we support 
the idea that Kentuckians ought to have a chance 
to decide for themselves. Kentucky Senators should 
let the voters have a say.

Development is key to improving 
reproductive efficiency in heifers 


o improve the reproduc¬ 
tive efficiency, and thus 
profitabil¬ 
ity, of a beef cattle 
operation, you must 
understand proper 
heifer development. 

Properly manag¬ 
ing yearling heifer 
reproduction is the 
first step toward 
reproductive effi¬ 
ciency. 

Your goal is to 
manage heifers so 
they’ll conceive early by reduc¬ 
ing the age of puberty, shorten¬ 
ing the time from puberty to 
conception and increasing fertil¬ 
ity. 

Age at puberty is the most 
important factor in managing 
heifer reproduction. For puberty 
to occur, a heifer should weigh at 
least 67 percent of her expected 
mature weight. This percentage 
of mature weight is a heifer’s 
target weight. 

Most heifer development 
programs require that heifers 
reach the target weight by the 
onset of their first breeding sea¬ 
son. For maximum fertility and 
reproduction, heifers must have 
at least one estrus before the 


breeding season begins. Research 
shows that fertility increases 
about 20 percent from the first 
to third estrus after puberty. 
Thus, it’s logical to manage heif¬ 
ers to reach puberty before the 
start of breeding season. 

Crossbreeding is another man¬ 
agement practice to reduce heif¬ 
ers’ age at puberty. Crossbred 
heifers, with a genetic makeup 
of not more than 75 percent of 
one breed, have a significantly 
reduced age at puberty com¬ 
pared to straight-bred heifers. 
Crossbred heifers also have 
greater overall fertility resulting 
from hybrid vigor. 

Examine the cowherd to 
determine the cows’ approxi¬ 
mate weights and use these data 
to set the heifers’ target weights. 
Then, determine how much 
heifers must gain daily to reach 
the target weight. Once you 
determine the necessary daily 
weight gain, develop a ration 
that provides the proper nutri¬ 
ents to help heifers reach the 
target weight. Periodically weigh 
heifers to ensure that they’re 
gaining the appropriate weight. 
If not, adjust the ration to com¬ 
pensate. 

Also, be sure heifers are 


properly vaccinated according 
to label and veterinarian recom¬ 
mendations. 

Breeding is the final step in 
managing heifer development. 
It’s advisable to consider estrus 
synchronization and/or artificial 
insemination. Some advantages 
of estrus synchronization are 
potentially higher pregnancy 
rates; heavier, more uniform 
calves at weaning; and increased 
production and labor efficiency. 
Using AI gives producers the 
ability to use superior, more pre¬ 
dictable sires. 

Most calving problems occur 
when heifers have calves for the 
first time; thus, there is merit in 
using estrus synchronization and 
AI with bulls of proven calving 
ease on first-calf heifers. 

Getting heifers bred as early 
as possible gives them more time 
to rebreed after calving. For 
more information about cattle 
reproductive efficiency or other 
cattle topics, contact the Ander¬ 
son County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service.

I just read about legislation 
concerning puppy mills and 
how different states have 
approached this 
problem in different 
ways. 

The 2014 puppy 
mills report goal is 
to inform consumers 
about widespread 
problems with 
puppy mills before 
they make an unin¬ 
formed purchase 
that could potential¬ 
ly support animal 
cruelty. 

The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture ruled to 
crack down on Internet sellers 
of puppy mill dogs who don’t 
meet basic care standards. Every 


large-scale commercial breeding 
operation, whether it sells to a 
pet store or directly to the public 
through an Internet site, should 
be licensed and inspected, and 
every dog should be provided 
with a bowl of clean water and 
enough space to move around, 
the animal’s fur not matted or 
covered in feces. 

Bill S. 395, the Puppy Uniform 
Protection and Safety (PUPS) 

Act, has been introduced to 
amend the Animal Welfare 
Act to fill a gaping hole in the 
law that was being exploited 
by unscrupulous puppy sellers. 
This rule simply asks for inspec¬ 
tions and the most basic care 
standards for dogs. According to 
the website, the act has not been 
adopted yet. It may be down, but 


it isn’t out. But regulations alone 
cannot put an end to puppy 
mills; they will end for good only 
when consumers stop buying 
their puppies and insist on deal¬ 
ing only with animal shelters, 
breed rescues or small respon¬ 
sible breeders they have met in 
person.

Mi Anderson County Parks & Recreation 
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County making plans to borrow money to solve deficit 


Renewed interest could revive dormant pulling track

After two months of 
crunching numbers and 
looking for ways to cut into 
the county’s deficit, Orbrey 
Gritton confirmed late last 
week that the fiscal court 
will indeed have to borrow 
money this year to balance its 
budget. 

“We are going to have a 
borrowing need,” Gritton said. 
“The basis of the need is off 
the deficit recycling has cre¬ 
ated and we need to shore up 
our general fund.” 

Gritton confirmed that the 
amount he expects to bor¬ 
row will be around $400,000, 
although he has said he hopes 
to cut into that number 
before taking the loan. 

Gritton, who took office 
in January along with three 
new magistrates on the seven- 
member fiscal court, said it 
appears the previous admin¬ 
istration budgeted revenue 
from the sale of recycling 
materials collected that isn’t 


coming in. 

“The previous administra¬ 
tion spent money out of the 
general fund that 
they thought could 
be recouped,” he said. 

“They thought they 
could sell recycled 
goods at a certain rate 
and generate enough 
revenue to sustain it. 

That revenue is not 
being generated. We 
just don’t have the 
tonnage to offset the 
cost.” 

Gritton said he is in 
the process of exam¬ 
ining the county’s 
recycling program 
and expected to have 
a plan on how to deal with its 
losses within the next week. 

As for the loan, Gritton 
said his office has inquired 
about interest rates and is 
making plans to borrow 
what’s needed to balance the 
coming year’s budget, which 
takes effect July 1. 

“The good news is that the 


quotes we’ve gotten on the 
loan have no prepayment fee, 
so we can pay it off as we see 
fit,” Gritton said. 

However, because the loan 
can’t be secured by property, 


the interest rate will be high¬ 
er than if the county were 
financing a building project. 

The county’s financial 
troubles were evident last 
Monday when the magis¬ 
trates tentatively approved a 
$4,500 funding request from 
Anderson Community Educa¬ 
tion, the same amount it pro¬ 


vided a year ago. 

Magistrates voted unani¬ 
mously for that amount, but 
hinged providing that money 
to a go-ahead from the fis¬ 
cal court’s budget committee 
once the county’s 
new budget is in 
place. 

Pulling track revived 

Although it was 
never officially 
closed, the pulling 
track in the county 
park appears ready 
to make a comeback 
after being dormant 
for more than year. 

Gritton said 
various groups who 
previously used the 
track before moving 
to one near Eagle 
Lane Convention Center have 
approached his office about 
returning to the park. 

After several years that 
saw the track grow from one 
that could be used mainly by 
garden tractor enthusiasts to 
one that drew large crowds 
for full-blown truck pulls, a 
rift between pulling groups 


and the fiscal court grew over 
how receipts were handled. 

Eddie Carey, who spon¬ 
sored large-scale truck pulls 
to pay for fencing and a host 
of improvements at the track, 
eventually pulled out, tak¬ 
ing with him events from 
the Kentucky Truck Tuggers 
and a group of garden tractor 
pullers. 

During a meeting last 
week, the fiscal court voted to 
establish a committee to work 
with the groups and develop 
a fee schedule that will be 
used to allow them to rent 
the facility. 

Magistrate Meredith Lewis 
will chair the committee, 
which includes Magistrate 
Kenny Barnett. 

“We’re excited about this,” 
Gritton said. 

“Any exposure we can 
have to the county park to 
bring in outsiders is a huge 
advantage. 

“Bringing people here is 
always a plus.”

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Lawrenceburg shines during storm 


W ith the winter snow¬ 
storm of this year, I 
noticed something 
about my town that I had never 
noticed before, in the strangest 
of places, on Face- 
book. 

I saw posts and 
read stories about 
strangers help¬ 
ing one another. 

People volun¬ 
teering to shovel 
driveways or run 
errands. Folks open¬ 
ing their homes 
to others during 
power outages. 

Children shoveling 
sidewalks. Stores 
making items more accessible. 

I witnessed a community of 
people band together sharing 
one common thread — a winter 
snowstorm. 

We encouraged, we protected, 
and we comforted one another. 

I will be the first one to tell 
you, I do not like snow.

Lady Cats shake off Trimble 


Currens'free throws in last second 
send Lady Cats to regional semis

CARROLLTON - Kaci Currens was 
still shaking. 

It had been almost 15 minutes 
since she had hit three free throws 
with a half-second left on the game 
clock, giving Anderson County a 
heart-stopping 50-49 win over Trim¬ 
ble County Monday night. 

Currens stepped to the foul line 
with her team facing elimination 
in the opening game of the Eighth 
Region Tournament at Carroll Coun¬ 
ty High School. 

She was shaking then too. 

“I kept saying, T can do all things 
through Christ who gives me 
strength,”’ Currens said, quoting Phil- 
lippians 4:13, one of her favorite Bible 
verses. 

Currens had missed a potential 
game-winning shot with 6 seconds to 
play as her shot from the left wing 
popped in and out of the basket. 
Trimble’s Katie Gonterman grabbed 
the rebound but was quickly fouled. 

Gonterman missed both free 
throws. Currens rebounded to give 
her team a chance to tie or win. 

The junior pulled up just outside 
the three-point line but Trimble’s 
Cheyenne Riddle caught Currens 
across her arm and body. 

While Currens stood at the line, 
confusion reigned before officials 
ruled that a half-second remained. 

Her first two shots hit nothing but 
net before Trimble called its final 
time out. 

Currens, who led Anderson with 20 
points, momentarily remained alone 
at the line. 

“I didn’t hear it when they called 
the time out,” she smiled. Her third 
shot was nothing but net again. 

Trimble tried a desperation pass 
but Mia Aldridge got knocked the 
ball away and the celebration began. 

With less than four minutes to 
play, the two-time defending regional 
champs appeared dead, trailing a 
Trimble team that had not even 
appeared in a regional tournament 
since 2001. The confident Raiders 
had opened a 43-35 lead, the biggest 
advantage either team owned.

Anderson had gone almost six 
minutes without scoring when 
Aldridge buried a three from the left 
wing with 3:33 to play. It was her only 
basket of the night. 

“That was absolutely a big shot,” 
Anderson coach Clay Birdwhistell 
said. 

“It for sure did,” added Corrin Rob¬ 
inson when asked if Aldridge’s home 
run perked the Lady Bearcats up. 
“That brought us right back in the 
game.” 

Anderson’s frenetic press began 
turning Trimble over but after 
Sammy Rogers converted a three- 
point play to pull Anderson within 
46-45, Trimble threw over the press 
to Gonterman for a layup with 36.7 
seconds to go. 

Robinson sank two to pull Ander¬ 
son within 48-47, but Trimble’s Kay- 
lee Clifford hit the first of two free 
throws setting up the wild finish. 

The Lady Bearcats, now 18-12, 
move on to play Walton-Verona (16- 
13), which defeated Gallatin County 
in Monday’s second game, in Friday’s 
regional semifinal game. 

Trimble finished at 18-10. 

“We are not very big but every one 
of these kids give me their hearts,” 
Birdwhistell said. ‘This is not the 
most talented team in Anderson 
County history. Everybody knows 
that. But this team is special. Their 
resolve is special.”

Bearcat improvement 
makes year special 

Drury:'This bunch has come 
further than any group I have 
ever coached in 33 years' 

W hen someone 
has been writ¬ 
ing sports for a 
little over 30 years, the 
teams and times tend to 
run together. 

What year was it 
that three of the top 
five teams in the Eighth 
Region were in the 30 th 
District? (That was 1986 
when Shelby County 
and Anderson County and Eminence 
all ended up in the same bracket of 
a five-team, blind-draw tournament. 
And for the record, Oldham County 
won the Eighth Region.) 

When did Will Carlton go off on 
Cairo, Ill. for 39 points? 

(I asked Will about that and I didn’t 
even have the right team. He had a 
big one against Cairo - so did Wayne 
White in 1993-94 - but his high scor¬ 
ing game was against DeSales in the 
Henderson County Tournament that 
year.) 

Or, who was the starting five in 
the first Anderson County game after 
Western High School was closed? (I 
could not begin to tell you that one, 
other than it was 1989-90.) 

The point is, for many of us, things 
memories blur. 

However, in talking with Anderson 
boys’ basketball coach Glen Drury, I 
have learned he has a great memory 
of games, teams and events. 

That’s why I believe he was totally 
sincere last Thursday when he said, 
“This bunch has come further than 
any group I have ever coached in 33 
years.” 

He was talking about the 2014- 
15 edition of the Anderson County 
Bearcats. 

Back in October, when the Bearcats 
started “official” practice, not many 
knew what to expect. There was a 
guy who could light up any high 
school team anywhere for 30 points 
or more on any night. I’m not sure 
how many times Austin Cummins 
did that over the last few months, but 
he topped 40 six times. 

Repeat. Forty points or more. SIX 
times. 

But it’s also certain that it takes 
more than a scoring guard to become 
a potent team. 

And no one, not even Drury, really 
knew what to expect out of a lineup 
that would eventually include a 
sophomore point guard and a pair of 
freshmen. 

The Bearcats were picked some¬ 
where around the middle of the 
regional pack largely because of 
Cummins’ scoring threat and the fact 
that Drury has been at it so long and 
is generally considered one of the best 
at his trade in Kentucky. 

Suffice it to say somewhere along 
the line, this Anderson County team 
clicked. 

The 16-10 final record probably 
won’t turn many heads statewide, but 
those who saw this team, both locally 
and around the Eighth Region. 

It all ended last Thursday when 
Anderson put together perhaps its 
finest outing of the year but still fell 
to a Shelby team that was one of the 
regional favorites before some inju¬ 
ries thwarted their progress. 

Shelby was healthy again when

TAYLORSVILLE - It was 
everything Tourney Time 
anyone could want out of a 
tournament game.

Boat horsepower restrictions lifted 
on Beaver Lake, seven others

Boat motor horsepower restrictions 
have been lifted on eight state-owned 
lakes, according to a news release. 

Previously, boaters could not oper¬ 
ate a motor larger than 10 horsepower 
on these lakes. Boaters can now use 
the larger motors, but must run them 
at idle speed only. Anglers may con¬ 
tinue to run boat motors that are 10 
horsepower or smaller at any speed, 
the release said. 

Waters affected by this regula¬ 
tion include Boltz, Bullock Pen and 
Corinth lakes in Grant County; Bea¬ 
ver Lake in Anderson County; Elmer 
Davis Lake in Owen County; Kincaid 
Lake in Pendleton County; Shanty 
Hollow Lake in Warren and Edmon¬ 
son counties; and Swan Lake in Bal¬ 


lard County. 

The release noted restrictions were 
lifted to increase fishing access to 
anglers with more powerful boats. 

The new regulations lifting the 
horsepower limits received final 
approval too late for inclusion in the 
2015 Kentucky Pishing and Boat¬ 
ing Guide. However, signs advising 
anglers of this change will be posted 
in the coming weeks at all affected 
lakes. 

Conservation officers with Ken¬ 
tucky Pish and Wildlife will strictly 
enforce the idle speed only regula¬ 
tion on boats with larger motors. 
Signs posted at each lake will include 
a phone number for the public to 
report any violators.

TAYLORSVILLE - If 
a snow storm was not 
going to keep Kaci 
Currens down, Collins 
surely wasn’t going to in 
the 30th District Tour¬ 
nament semifinal. 

Currens scored 25 
points, nine coming 
in the decisive third 
quarter, when Ander¬ 
son County outscored 
Collins 20-11, to lead 
the Lady Bearcats to a 
tougher-than-the-score 
indicates 58-44 win over 
Collins in a tournament 
semifinal last Tuesday. 

Anderson had only 
three full team practices 
between a loss to Wood¬ 
ford County on Feb. 13 
and playing Collins, a 
span of 11 days. 

“On the days we did 
have practice, my Dad 
got the tractor out and 
plowed our driveway.

Instead we pulled up. 

The sour taste that 
will undoubtedly linger 
due to Anderson’s belief 
that it was plying its 
best basketball of the 
season. Despite starting 
two freshmen and a 
sophomore, the Bearcats 
took the game to Shelby, 
one of the Eighth 
Region’s pre-season 
favorites. 

With Cummins 
blistering the nets for 
18 first quarter points, 
Anderson blew out to a 
29-20 lead. 

“You are not going to 
have a 29-point quarter 
very often,” Drury said. 
“When you do, you are 
playing with a lot of 
energy.” 

It would be the lon¬ 
gest lead enjoyed by 
either team. 

Shelby answered the 
Cummins onslaught 
with a diamond-and- 
one defense, effectively 
shutting Cummins 
down the rest of the 
way with four points. 

In what turned out 
to be his final game as 
a Bearcat, Cummins 
tried to make up for 
his inability to score - 
“Give Shelby a lot of 
credit for that,” Drury 
said - by whipping quick 
passes to his teammates. 
Cummins was credited 
with nine assists. He also 
had four steals and four 
deflections. 

But during Shelby’s 
21-10 second quarter out-

She 
played very well.” 

Alorra Sims, who 
gave the Lady Bearcats a 
major lift off the bench, 
added a three-point play, 
then Corrin Robinson 
swished a 3-pointer 
from just right of the 
top of the key to put 
Anderson up 42-34. 

It was Anderson’s 
largest lead to that 
point. Collins never got 
closer. 

Anderson’s lead 
topped out with the 
final margin. 

“Alorra had two 
really big offensive 
rebounds for us,” Bird- 


burst, Anderson could 
find no other offensive 
answer. The Bearcats hit 
just 3-of-12 shots dur¬ 
ing the second frame as 
Shelby thwarted Ander¬ 
son’s attack. 

Shelby coach Jason 
Couch added that the 
diamond-and-one was a 
huge factor. 

“We went to it very 
late in the first quarter, 
maybe last minute and 
half,” Couch said. “The 
tough thing about it 
was, Anderson County 
has so many other kids 
capable of making big 
plays that it was hard 
for me to watch us give 
up some of those open 
shots, but Austin has 
just torched us so many 
times that we felt like 
we needed to limit his 
shot attempts.” 

Anderson recaptured 
the lead in the third, 
using a three-pointer 
from John Paul Garmon 
to fuel an 8-3 spurt to 
end the third.

shot. 

Cummins led the 
Bearcats with 22 points 
while Garmon, playing 
perhaps his finest out¬ 
ing, scored 20. 

But there was trouble 
for the Bearcats. Gar¬ 
mon picked up his 
fourth foul late in the 
third quarter and went 
to the bench. 

“No doubt that was a 
factor,” Drury said. “He 
had played as good as 
anyone on the floor. He 
shot the ball well. His 
defense was excellent. 
He was better with the 
ball in his hands than 
he has been in a while. 
John Paul was excel¬ 
lent.” 

Shelby, however, was 
not finished. Dugle, an 
unsung hero all year, 
finished with 22 points 
and was perfect in six 
free throw attempts 
in the fourth quarter. 
Keenan Cochran added

After Anderson

Ever heard of an addax? How about a bonobo or a 
vaquita? All are endangered animals that must be protected to 
ensure their existence. 

The addax is a type of antelope that lives in the Sahara 
Desert in northern Africa. It has a grayish-brown coat in the 
winter, which turns sandy blonde or almost white in the summer. 
The bonobo is a type of chimpanzee that 
lives in the Congo Basin in central 
Africa. It has long legs, a dark face, 
pink lips and long, parted hair on its 
head. The vaquita is a type of 
porpoise that lives in the Gulf of 
California. It is stocky with dark 1 
rings around its eyes, patches on its 
lips, a dark gray back and a white belly. 

The destruction of habitat, along 
with hunting and other things, have 
made these animals endangered. People 
are working to change this, however. 

The addax has been reintroduced in 
Morocco and Tunisia, and many are 
being raised in captivity. There are 
29,000 to 50,000 bonobos left, and 
organizations are working hard to 
protect them and their habitat. Thereare 1 
only too to 300 vaquitas left, making 
them one of the most endangered 
species in the world.
